The box should be approximately 
the same length and width as the 
bellies to be cured at one time. A 
hardwood cover should be made to 
fit inside the box. 
The curing recipe is 3 pounds of 
salt, 1% pounds of sugar, and 
5 
ounces of saltpeter for 100 pounds 
of meat. 
The curing ingredients 
should be mixed thoroughly 
and 
the bellies rubbed with the mix­ 
ture. 
The bellies should then be 
packed into the box, 
skin 
side 
down, sprinkling the salt mixture 
as equally as possible upon them. 
The top pieces should go in skin 
side up. Any space at the end or 
side may be packed 
with 
jowls. 
The lid should be placed inside the 
box and weighted down with heavy 
weights. 
n a few days the meat should 
be covered with the liquid or juice 
from the meat.
